Sports Upswing 
Lacrosse Clinic Coming to ORR 

Women's and girls lacrosse is experiencing 
unprecedented growth in the Southeastern Massachusetts. 
Many town recreation departments would like to get 
programs started in response to the demand expressed by 
parents. Local high schools are adding new programs 
yearly. In addition to newer teams at schools like 
Dartmouth, Bourne, Sandwich, New Bedford, Martha's 
Vineyard, and Nantucket, Tabor Academy's girls' have 
been nationally ranked in the top 25 recently. 

Critical to supporting this growth is the propor- 
tionate growth of qualified women's lacrosse officials. 
Currently, Southeastern Massachusetts is in a crisis with 
the number of officials available to serve the explosive 
growth of girls' lacrosse, and this is directly limiting the 
opportunity for children in this area to take up the sport. 

US Lacrosse and the Eastern Massachusetts 
Women's Lacrosse Umpire's Association recognizes this 
need, and is offering an umpire's clinic at Old Rochester 
Regional High School in Mattapoisett. The clinic will 
consist of four classroom sessions and on-field learning

and feedback. Classroom sessions will be held Monday, 
February 3; Wednesday, February 5; Monday, February 10; 
and Wednesday, February 12 from 6:30 to 8:30 each 
evening. It is open to all new officials, or any current 
umpire who would like to attend to review rules and 
mechanics prior to the start of the season. More informa- 
tion on dates / locations for on-field feedback and evalua- 
tion will be available at a later date. 

The clinic will be taught by Marion resident 
Jennifer Fames, who is currently a college level women's 
lacrosse umpire, primarily officiating games in the 
Northeast, Southeast, and Midwestern US. 

For new umpires, the cost of the clinic is $120, 
which includes US Lacrosse membership as an umpire, 
insurance, the clinic fee, local umpiring board member- 
ship, and a 2003 rulebook. For current umpires who 
would like to audit the clinic to review rules and mechan- 
ics prior to the season, enrollment is free. 

Currently, the rates umpires are paid in Massa- 
chusetts for high school games are $58 for varsity games, 
and $42 for junior varsity. A new umpire's clinic fee is 
usually more than ''made back" in a couple of afternoons 
on the field. Assignments for games are flexible — an 
umpire can "black out" dates and times they are not 
available due to job, family, or travel commitments. 
Becoming a women's lacrosse umpire is an excellent way 
to stay in shape, bring in some extra income during a 
person's free time, and give back to the "next generation"

sons, Jeffrey and Robert, were involved in a devastating 
collision with a tractor- trailer in Middleboro. The father, 
George, and his eldest son, Robert, were considered 
"Priority One,'' meaning their lives were hanging in the 
balance. In all, it took 37 units of blood and 12 units of 
plasma to keep Robert alive until the bleeding could be 
stopped when Hasbro Hospital's surgical team arrived at 
Morton Hospital to perform emergency surgery and 
remove half his liver. It took Robert two months before he 
could be discharged from the hospital. Robert is due to 
have more surgery this summer. 

Meanwhile, his father George was in a second 
Operating Room at Morton where another surgical team 
repaired his lacerated liver, and he remained in ICU on

ventilator support for several days before being trans- 
ferred to another hospital for specialized pulmonary care. 
Jeffrey, the younger son, had a collapsed lung, a fractured 
pelvis, and a minor laceration of the liver.

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

January 11, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order on Tuesday evening, 
January 21 at 7:05 pm in the cafeteria of Old 
Hammondtown School by Town Moderator William 
Blasdale having noted the presence of a quorum of about 
175 voters. After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of 
silence for departed Town Meeting members, Mr. Blasdale 
introduced the town officials present for the Town Meet- 
ing, including the Board of Selectmen, Town Counsel, 
Town Accountant, and the members of the Finance 
Committee (FinCom), and then reviewed the rules and 
procedures for Town Meeting. 

Voters then considered ARTICLE 1, which 
proposed to amend Article 2.8 of the town's General By- 
Laws to delete the title of "Executive Secretary'' and 
replace it with the title "Town Administrator." 

"One of the (board's) concerns was whether the 
management (of the town) was adequate," said Clyde 
Barrows of the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy

functions which are exercised by the (Town Administra- 
tor) need to be picked up/' 

Mr. Barrows said the Town Administrator posi- 
tion "is now the norm'' in Massachusetts towns. 

According to Mr. Blasdale, sitting Executive 
Secretary Carol Adams is retiring in October. As such, this 
change of position won't take effect under Article 1 until 
that time. The Board of Selectmen plans to search for a 
Town Administrator this summer and would phase that 
person in before Ms. Adams leaves in the fall. 

When asked how these changes would affect the 
town financially, given these precarious fiscal times, Mr. 
Barrows noted: "The three articles before you — Town 
Administrator, Administrative Assistant, and Treasurer / 
Tax Collector — in terms of cost will probably add $29,000 
to the payroll. Even if you didn't change (the positions), 
you would likely have to absorb these costs anyway. The 
average salary for Town Administrator was about $65,000 
a year. That's the going range. We also anticipate that you 
search for someone with documented grant- writing skills. 
A good Town Administrator will pay for him /herself 
within a year." 

Resident Peter Hodges said he had concerns 
about the new Town Administrator being "out of the 
area" more often and how the role of the Board of Select- 
men would function as merely a "policy-making board." 

"It all does flow together," said Selectman 
Raymond Andrews. "There are recommendations further 
in the report which offer changes in the operations of the 
Board of Selectmen. We are still operating in a 19th 
century form of government and this would bring 
Mattapoisett into the 21st century." 

"The bottom line is, the Selectmen appoint the 
Town Administrator," Mr. Barrows said when several 
Town Meeting voters questioned how the new position

would be filled. ''You'd try to look for a combination of 
experience and knowledge within the area. You tend to 
find Town Administrators clustering in regions. It's one of 
the reasons there is an annual review process, so if the 
person just isn't working out, they can ... agree to part 
ways." 

"It is my belief that (Town Meeting) should have 
some input with salary recommendations," said Paul 
Amoruso. "The search criteria is basically left up to the 
Selectmen." 

"With or without Town Meeting approval, we 
will replace the Executive Secretary (when Ms. Adams 
retires)," Selectman Barry Denham said. "This is not 
creating new positions, this is renaming two existing 
positions." 

"In dealing with other Town Administrators, they 
do bring a great deal of depth and scope, and I think 
Mattapoisett would benefit from it," agreed Personnel 
Board Chairman Bert Theriault. 

With that, ARTICLE 1 passed, 163 to 20. 

"We anticipate having the new person hired by 
the end of the summer and spend an adequate amont of 
time with Ms. Adams before she retires in October," 
Selectman Andrews said. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to create a 
new position of Administrative Assistant to provide 
clerical and administrative support to the Town Adminis- 
trator.

Resident Joanne Hess said she was confused by 
the term "new'' when Mr. Barrows had just said this 
wasn't a new position but merely a name change. Other 
voters were concerned about the fact that the Administra- 
tive Assistant would be a non-union, contracted position, 
thereby removing it from the purview of the Personnel 
Board. 

"Fm sure the Selectmen would want to sit down 
and consult with the Personnel Board (on the position), 
but the sensitive nature of the position would require it to 
be a contract position," Selectman Andrews said. 

"I think this issue of a contract position is signifi- 
cant to the town," said Paul Milde. "I think one of the 
reasons the schools are short-funded this year is because 
of contract obligations." 

Bert Theriault motioned to amend the article to 
strike both "contract" and "grade: exempt" from the 
wording, thereby placing the position under the Person- 
nel Board. 

Selectman Denham bristled at the idea of making 
such changes on Town Meeting floor, and bemoaned the

fact it wasn't done when the report was first issued 
months back. 'It's too bad this wasn't ironed out before 
Town Meeting," he said. 

"I disagree with (Mr. Denham) 100 percent," said 
Paul Kelly. "Your (hiring) track record hasn't been very 
good." 

"I just don't like the complication of Personnel 
Boards blocking the people who are supposed to be 
running the town, which is the Board of Selectmen," 
countered Allan Vaitses. 

After further discussion and debate, the motion to 
amend passed by 94 to 78. Finally ARTICLE 2 was 
approved as amended, 162 to 10. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to vote 
pursuant to MGL Chapter 41, Section IB to have its 
elected Treasurer and Tax Collector become an appointed 
Treasurer and Tax Collector of the town and to delete the 
reference to Treasurer and Tax Collector from the list of 
officers to be elected contained in Article 1.3 of the 
General By-Laws of the town. 

"The reason for going from an elected to an 
appointed position is to entice someone with proven 
experience to fill the position," Mr. Barrows said. "Salaries 
are ranging from $53,000 to $60,000 throughout the state." 

Mr. Blasdale noted the current Treasurer / Tax 
Collector, Kathy Briggs, is retiring April 1. 

When asked why the positions weren't separate 
so as to have a system of checks and balances, Mr. Bar- 
rows said: "Most small towns have a combined Trea- 
surer/Tax Collector position. It's mainly in cities that you 
find separate positions. The Town Accountant is 
reponsible for auditing the town books and under state 
law they are authorized to exercise the audit function." 

"There's a much better chance of getting a quali- 
fied person through an appointment," agreed Selectman 
Paul Lambalot. 

With that, ARTICLE 3 passed, 160 to 10. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000 for an emergency reserve fund 
for the Water Department, in accordance with MGL 
Chapter 40, Section 6; the money to be provided by 
borrowing, taxation, or transfer from available funds, or 
take any other action relating thereto.

''This is an annual event where we put money 
aside to make sure we don't run short on funds before the 
end of the year/' said Water /Sewer Superintendent 
William "Nick" Nicholson. "When we get to a point 
where we have a deficit, we submit a request to the 
FinCom to have the money transferred." 

ARTICLE 4 passed, 150 to 2. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to appro- 
priate the total sum of $121,500 to supplement by the 
following budget lines under the FY2003 operating 
budget approved at the May 20, 2002 Annual Town 
Meeting: $118,500 for Education Expenses (Line 300-88) 
and $3,000 for Harbormaster Expenses (Line 295-150). 

"We came before you at the last Annual Town 
Meeting, we had a budget approved by voters, and it was 
defeated at the polls," said Mattapoisett School Commit- 
tee Chairman Andrew Lynch. "We were able to maintain 
the schools you expect, but now we are faced with 
another problem. Of the $4 million we have in the budget. 
Special Education represents about $1 million. Of that $1 
million, probably $650,000 to $700,000 is represented by 
20-21 students." 

Mr. Lynch said the town is mandated to expend 
$67,500 for Special Education through the remainder of 
the fiscal year alone. "It has to be paid, and it's going to 
have to come out of our regular day budget," he said. "I 
urge you to support this." 

In addition. Harbormaster Steve Mach requested 
a transfer of $3,000 to purchase updated billing software 
for his department. "This $3,000 will bring in some 
$100,000 in revenue," he said. 

ARTICLE 5 passed, 140 to 3. 

There being no further articles to consider. Town 
Meeting was adjourned at 9:50 pm.

To the Editor: 

I am writing this letter to all concerned taxpayers of the 
Town of Mattapoisett regarding the proposed Mattapoisett Bike 
Path. As a caring taxpayer, it is my opinion that the proposed 
path is a costly legacy supported by a few unrealistic individu- 
als. Their assumption is the Mattapoisett taxpayers, who will be 
the ultimate financial backers, are not intelligent enough to see 
the full scope of the plan and its inevitable costs.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help hut it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cat's diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

I have been careful to refer to the bike path as proposed 
because it is not too late even after the initial vote regarding the 
land-taking to put an end to it. It is time for the concerned 
taxpayers to make it clear at the next regular Mattapoisett Town 
Meeting that the majority of us are not willing to support with 
our current or future vote such an ill-conceived, unnecessary, 
costly luxury project. 

Gone are the days when we can be convinced that this 
involves only ''backlands.'' Do waterfront and Main Street 
constitute backlands? After seeing the full picture I can only 
conclude that (State) Representative William Straus' cry to ''grab 
the funds or others will" is not looking out for our best interests. 

What about the multitude of unanswered questions 
regarding this proposal? After years of study most remain 
unanswered. One answer we do have is the chilling fact that 
once the bike path is built by the state, we own it and must incur 
all costs related to it. 

Most of us are so busy making a living we assume our 
elected officials disallow this kind of needless spending. After 
attending the recent Mattapoisett Selectmen's meeting regarding 
the land-taking I wonder if it is not time to remind our elected 
representatives that their existence in office is to represent, not 
reign. Selectman Barry Denham is the only one who voted 
against any action that would lead to additional unnecessary 
spending. 

The bottom line is Mattapoisett is a community, which 
cannot afford this project because of our lack of a large commer- 
cial tax base. Our elected officials need to understand that we 
have to operate within a budget, prioritizing our spending. The 
bike path ought not be a priority in these tight economic times 
nor should we support it without knowing the whole truth. I 
would much rather see my child inherit a safe town with an 
unspoiled clean waterfront then a tax burden that may exclude 
her or future generations from the privilege of residing in this 
town. Please find the time to become involved, show up at the 
next regularly scheduled Mattapoisett Town Meeting and vote

A Guy Thing. Starring Jason Lee, Julia Stiles and Selma 
Blair. Directed by Chris Koch. Running time: 101 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

It took four writers and one director to deliver a convoluted 
comedy that at least five other young writer/ directors couldVe 
had more fun with. (Kevin Smith would probably be number 
one.) A Guy Thing ties itself into a Gordian knot trying to keep its 
own mechanism going — the plot insists that nice guy Paul (Jason 
Lee), about to marry nice rich girl Karen (Selma Blair), instead fall 
for her cousin Becky (Julia Stiles). The morning after Paul's 
bachelor party, he finds himself with Becky asleep in his bed and 
without any memory of how she got there. To keep this apparent 
lapse a secret from Karen, Paul practices to deceive and weaves 
a tangled web around himself and the movie. 

Add in a fair amount of meet-the-parents embarrassment 
(this movie could almost he a default sequel to Meet the Parents, 
and indeed the basic storylines for both were written by Greg 
Glienna, whose in-laws must hate him, or vice versa) and you 
have a not-especially-interesting comedy of discomfort, which 
could end prematurely at any point if Paul simply told the truth 
to the right persons. Yet I had a decent time with it, and I suggest 
you may have the same experience if you do what I did: ignore the 
plot and focus on the cast. 

We can start with the first-billed Jason Lee, who really wasn't 
built to carry a movie. He always looks more at home as a sidekick 
in Kevin Smith films, and when he isn't in one, more often than 
not he looks as if he's wishing he were. Lee can do flustered, and 
he can do goofy, both of which he's called upon to do here; the 
third thing, however — love — seems beyond him as an actor. 
Mostly, he just looks mute and pained when trying to express 
yearning. The movie doesn't quite know how to use Selma Blair, 
either. This delicate-looking comic actress has already racked up 
enough onscreen humiliation (from Cruel Intentions to Storytelling 
to The Sweetest Thing) to challenge Ben Stiller's title, yet here she's 
cast as a presentable Nice Girl, sweet and dull. Blair does have one 
tiny, inspired moment, when she claps her hands primly twice 
before showing some unwanted visitors out (perhaps a mannerism 
Karen unconsciously picked up from Mom). 




Julia Stiles, unlike the daring Blair, never embarrasses herself 
in anything, even in her first scene here when she's gamely trying 
her latest of many jobs, as a Kiwi dancer at Paul's bachelor party. 
Stiles drifts through this movie amiably enough, realizing it's 
something easy to do between semesters, but she makes room for 
one amazing bit when Becky meets Paul and discovers that her 
accidental bedmate is soon to marry her cousin. Stiles moves from 
shock to outrage before settling on a deep amusement — you can 
identify the split-second when Becky decides she's going to have 
fun with Paul's anguish (he's been trying to avoid her all night). 

Director Chris Koch seemed to have assembled a better- 
than-necessary cast for his one previous movie, 2000's Snow Day, 
and here he's got a dependable ensemble of old and new faces. 
The stand-out is an uncredited Larry Miller as Paul's neighbor, a 
minister who regards Paul with immense contempt for what he 
assumes is Paul's libertine lifestyle. Others making the 101 minutes 
easier include James Brolin and Diana Scarwid (has it been that 
long since Mommie Dearest?) as Karen's well-off parents, Julie 
Hagerty and David Koechner as Paul's more earthy folks, Shawn 
Hatosy as Paul's best man, Fred Ewanuick as a stoner pharmacy 
clerk who ends up cooking for the rehearsal dinner (don't ask), 
Jackie Burroughs — still around, and still blissfully strange — as 
Karen's wine-craving Aunt Budge, and LochlynMunro as Becky's 
psycho cop ex-boyfriend, who makes even the act of eating a 
sandwich seem like an act of aggression punishable by 
international law. A Guy Thing, the textbook example of a low- 
expectation January release, would feel a lot emptier without the 
lively actors populating it. So focus on the cast — when you 
happen to catch this on cable, or whenever.
